- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant attempted to present or provide support for the subject 
matter which the examiner rejected under 112 first paragraph. Applicant pointed out that the groove is considered 
equivalent to the second threading. The examiner disagreed and explained that the groove is not an actual thread but 
yet the groove appears to be slanted or sloped as previously indicated by the examiner in the prior action. The groove 
is not specified in the specification as being a thread nor does the drawings indicate the groove as being a thread. 
Applicant also stated a pin is provided in the groove to perform an adjustment. Applicant attempted to point out where 
support is disclosed in the specification in conjunction with drawings where support is provided for the groove being 
referred to as a threading and the calibration mechanism being defined by elements as presently claimed. The 
examiner did not agree there was adequate support and maintained the calibration mechanism as defined in the claim 
was new matter. The examiner suggested applicant file an official response and the examiner would respond 
accordingly.
